Peace popes plead for peace 


Whether we call this period of time in which we 
live the space age or the nuclear age does not matter 
much, but it is important that we know the biggest 
business in the world is the business of making and 
keeping the peace. In a small way, we have based our 
school year as we show it in the pages of our book on 
the basic principles found in Pope John XXIII’s “Pacem 
in Terris;” principles reiterated in Pope Paul's historic 
visit at the United Nations, October 4, 1965. 

Inspired by the Spirit of Divine Love, Pope Paul 
made his plea, not to Roman Catholics, but to men of 
good will, in the hope of saving civilization. Pope Paul 
addressing himself to the delegates of all nations fol- 
lowed up that plea by speaking of peace and brotherhood 
while emphasizing that which unites and passing over 
that which still divides mankind. 

In his encyclical Pope John took in consideration 
the facts of political, social, economic and cultural 
change that have been the product of the modern era, 
but his next thought was of the new era with a funda- 
mental need of order which necessarily includes truth, 
justice, charity, and freedom. Commenting on the sig- 
nificant response that was made to the message in 
“Pacem in Terris,” Pope Paul made his appeal as a 
messenger of “good news to all people.” 

ICAers prepare for today and tomorrow’s “good 
news’ in promoting the business of peace, living in 
order, truth, justice and charity. In a small way, through 
the Divine Spirit, each will achieve personal peace which 


can overflow into a universal peace.

In the introduction of “Pacem in Terris” 
Pope John XXIII states very forcefully “Peace 
on earth .. .” can be firmly established only 
if the order laid down by God is dutifully ob- 
served. The progress of learning and the inven- 
tion of technology clearly show that, both in 
living things and in the forces of nature, an 
astonishing order reigns. 

Order in school is associated with certain 
aspects and with certain people in the student 
community. It begins with the administration 
and teachers and then it is cooperatively fol- 
lowed by the students. Faculty meetings and the 
overflow of the faculty’s spiritual living are a 
backdrop for the atmosphere of order. Their 
prayer, service, and learning contributes to the 
over all picture of order. The thoughtful ad- 
monition of an interested teacher helps students 
keep in mind the goals that are to be gained. 

Pope Paul expressed a similar thought in 
saying to the United Nations that through the 
organization, “the orderly progress of civil life 
and the flowering of free activity of thoughts 
and the arts must be assured.
